SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the citizens of Maabury ‘—T have the honor of submitting 
the following report of the schools of this town, for the past 
year. 


District No. 1.—John W. Emery, Prudential Commit- 
tee. Summer terrun—Miss Ada J. Drew, teacher. No. of 
scholars 12; average attendance 10 4-5; length of school in 
weeks g, commencing May 6th and closing July 3d; wages of 
teacher per month $28. No. of children in the district, be- 
tween the ages of five and fifteen not attending any school 2. 

Winter term—Miss Ada J. Drew, teacher. No. of schol- 
ars 11 ; average attendance 10; length of school in weeks 14, 
commencing Oct. 14th, and closing Jan 24th; wages of teacher 
per month $31. Names of scholars on the Roll of Honor, 
Frank Rutter, Eddie Gerrish, and Horace W. Jenkins. No. 
of children in the district between the ages of five and fifteen 
not attending any school 3. 

This district has had two very successful terms of school 
this year, under the care of a first class teacher. Miss Drew 
labored very energetically in behalf of her school, and I think 
she had the good will of all the scholars and parents. The 
scholars were quiet and orderly, and the closing examinations 
showed good and thorough advancement. 


District No. 2.—George Kelly, Prudential Committee. 
There being an indecision in regard to the legality of the 
election of the Prudential Committee, this district had no 
school during the Summer. The school commenced in the 
Fall, under the instruction of Miss Sophie George. I have 
visited the school twice, only once officially; I was not 
notified at the close of the first term, or at the commencement 
of the second,.consequently, I cannot report the progress 
made ; the order was not quite what it should be, especially 
for such a small school, 
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Miss George teaches the second term, which is still in 
session. 


District No. 3.—Albert Varney, Prudential Committee. 
Summer term—Miss Zella A. Stevens, teacher. No. of 
scholars 9; average attendance 7 10-11; length of school in 
weeks 9, commencing April zgth, and closing June 2oth; 
wages of teacher per month $26. Names of scholars on the 
Roll of Honor, Addie J. Erans and Elvin K. Varney. 

This district was very fortunate in securing the services of 
Miss Stevens, an efficient and successful teacher; her faithful 
instruction and zealous labor could not fail to be attended with 
good results. Many of the parents manifested their interest 
by being present at examination, and I think they were satis- 
fied that this term had been a profitable one for their children. 

Winter term—-Mr. Samuel Jenness, teacher. No. of schol- 
ars II; average attendance 8 61-106; length of school in 
weeks, 10 3-5, commencing Noy. 4th and closing Jan. 16th. 
Wages of teacher per month, $26: Names of scholars on 
Roll of Honor, Addie J. Erans, Elvin K. Varney. No. of 
children in the district between the ages of five and fifteen 
not attending any school 3. Mr. Jenness exhibited much 
interest in behalf of his school, and endeavored to instil 
knowledge into the minds of his pupils, in a manner plainly to 
be understood by them. The school was under good disci- 
pline, and the examination gave evidence of a satisfactory term. 


]District No. 4.—Charles Huckins, Prudential Commit- 
tee. Summer term—Miss Lydia Jenkins, Teacher. No. of 
scholars 28; average attendance, 25 1-10; length of school in 
weeks, 8 ; commencing May 2oth and closing July r2th ; wages 
of teacher per month, $28. Names of scholars on Roll of 
Honor, Mary H. Huckins. 

Winter term—Mr. Charles W. Weeks, teacher. No. of 
scholars, 27 ; average attendance, 22 7-27; length of school in 
weeks 10 4-5 ; commencing Nov. 11th and closing Jan. 25th ; 
wages of teacher per month, $35. Names of scholars on the 
Roll of Honor, Seddie M. Felker, Ellery M. Felker, and Lil- 
han W. Young. 

This is a district where the majority of the parents and 
scholars are united in their efforts for a good school. Mr. 
Weeks has taught several terms of school in this district‘ 
therefore, his reputation as a teacher being well establish- 
ed, I need not make any comments in regard to his abili- 
ties in that capacity, and it will suffice for me to say, that, 
under his tuition, the school made commendable progress, 


GENERAL REMARKS. 


The harmony of some of our schools has been somewhat 
marred by the introduction of politics into the school affairs 
by a few of our citizens, who, it appears, are more fond of strife 
than of peace. It is my candid opinion, that, if such persons 
would let the future of their children predominate in their 
minds, they would be elevated above party influence when 
transacting business pertaining to the school. Such things not 
only create ill feeling among the parents, but, what is far worse, 
they extend their poisonous venom into the school room among 
the scholars and teachers, where there should be no other 
thoughts except those of study and obedience on the part of 
the former, and of improving and advancing the school on the 
part of the latter. All citizens of a town should lend their aid 
toward having good schools, for a poor school is _ certainly not 
an honor to any place; the parents, especially, should be in- 
terested to have a competent teacher secured, one who deems 
good order an essential part for a profitable school, and who 
will spare no amount of labor in behalf of his or her pupils; 
when confident that they have proceeded so far, it is then their 
duty to send the children to school every day, if it is possible, 
well instructed.as to the part they are to perform in order to 
insure the desired advancement, and they may be sure that they 
have spent their time and labor to a good advantage. 

The school-room is the place where your children are to 
be better fitted to occupy some position on the stage of life, no 
matter how exalted or how humble it may be, and, if you desire 
their prosperity, let the temple of learning remain sacred a 
little longer. 

I think that the most of the labor performed in the school- 
rooms during the past year, has been full as productive of good 
results, as that of the preceding school year. 

In taking leave of the charge of the schools in town, I 
would thank the parents, scholars, and citizens, who have given 
me their co-operation during my supervision, and I trust I may 
be pardoned for expressing a sincere wish for the future success 
and advancement of the schools. I have been interested in 
my work, and I have endeavored to discharge the duties de- 
volving upon me, to the best of my ability, but with what suc- 
cess. I leave the future to decide.
